“When I have the accurate informa- 
tion, which justifies such action, I 
shall recommend to Congress as great 
a reduction in schedule K as the 
measure of protection, already stated, 
will permit. The failure of| the pres- 
ent bill should not be regarded there- 
fore, as taking away the only chance 
for reduction by this Congress.

The War Day by Day FiftyYears Ago 


CXIT. 
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August 18, 1861 Gen. Benjamin F. Butler Turned Over 
the Command at Fort Monroe, Which He Had Held 
Since May 23, to Gen. John H. Wool of the Regular 
Army An Interesting Situation at an 1 mportant Post.

IFTY years ago today Benjamin 
F. Butler, major- general of vol- 
unteers, turned over the command 
at Fort Monroe to Brevet Maj.-Gen. 
John E. Wool of the regular army. 
The incident, while occupying a mi- 
or place in the annals of the war 
is of interest to the reader of today 
because of the subsequent prominence 
of the volunteer officer who figured 
in it. 

The physical as well as the temper- 
ame ital contrast between the two 
generals was marked. Gen. Butler, 
short of stature, inclined to stoutness, 
and with a defect in his vision that 
men the 
not unfriendly title of “Old Cock- 
eye,” was necessarily, from his civil- 
lan training, an unmilitary figure. 
But he was in the prime of life, ad 
possessed of an impetuous and un- 
flagging energy, which he devoted to 
the best of his ability to the cause of 
the Union. 

Gen. Wool was one of the oldest 
officers In the regular army, being 77. 
His dignified demeanor and military 
bearing in themselves told the story 
of long training as a soldier. He had 
been captain in the war of 1812; had 


— 


be, to take command there. 
One correspondent spoke of the 
troops as being “turned out to pa- 
ture,“ Another said they were “spotl- 
ing for work.” As a result of idle- 
ness, the men tell into the habit of 
foraging in the surrounding ¢ou 
try, stealing chickens, shooting’ pi 
and entering unoccupied houses. 

While these shortcomings 
charged against a few restless spirits 
in each regiment, the regiments as 
Whole had to suffer for them. An- 
other evil which developed at this 
time was the increase in consump- 
tion of liquor in the camps. 

“Some of the most disgraceful 
scenes that I ever witnessed have 
occurred during the past week at 
camp Butler, Newport News,” wrote 
one correspendent about August 1. 

“Violence and insubordination 
were to be met with at all hours of 
the day and night, and some officers 
as well as privates seemed ta have 
lost all self-respect.” 

The correspondent then specified 
two New York regiments as con- 
spicuous for drunkenness. One of 
these was the First, which had been 
deprived of the services of its 
colonel, who was under charges of 
having set fire to a wheat field of 
twenty-five acres, owned by a widow, 


been treveted major-general in the 
war with Mexico, and in 1860 was 
in command of the department of the 
East. 

Since the war began he had been 
in retirement at his home in Troy, 
N. Y. An insistent demand from New 
York, expressed largely through the 
metropolitan newspapers, had led the 
authorities at Washington to give 
Gen. Wool a command in consonance 
with his rank. 

The two commanders who appeared 
before the troops at Fort Monroe 
fifty years ago typified two pro- 
nounced conditions with which Presi- 
dent Lincoln was obliged to deal in 
the early months of the war. 

On one hand he had found the 
highest places in the army held by 
men who, by reason of age, might 
well have been retired. On the other 
he was obliged to consider the ap- 
pointment of officers for political ef- 
fect. 
The President had shown great 
finesse in employing the diverse mili- 
tary materials thus forced upon him. 

Gen. Butler’s promotion from the 
rank of brigadier-general of the Mas- 
sachusetts militia had been due sole- 
ly to President Iincoln's decision. As 
Gen. Butler was a Democrat of much 
influence, the President had rather

A Temperance Order. 

The liquor matter had come to a 
head on August 2, when Gen. Butler 
ascertained that what was Hrofessed- 


ly a sutier’s store for one of the 
regiments was but a groggery. 
“This he visited and stove the 


heads of some half a dozen barrels 
and spilled all the liquor of every 
sort to be found,” reported a corfé- 
spondent. “He found a book in which 
the accounts with a single regiment 
was kept, which disclosed a state of 
things truly startling. Scearcely an 
officer of the regiment but had an 
open account, footing up for the 
single month amounts ranging from 
310 to $1000.” 

Armed with this book Gen. But- 
ler called the officers named in it 
before him, and declared that such 
drinking in camp must stop. fle 
pledged his word to the officers that 


adrsly told him that his political views 
made very little difference, “so long: 
as he was willing fight for 
country.” 

What Gen. Butler Had Done. 

While Gen. Tatler took his removal 
from command somewhat to heart, 
and at Fort Monroe attributed it to 
the influence of Gen. Scott, head of 
the army, he was too much a man of 
the world to show his feelings. 

“The President well knew that Gen. 
Wool could not do anything (at Fort 
Monroe,) because he was too old and 
infirm, a fact that he knew as well as 
anybody.“ he writes in his autobiog- 
raphy. 

The correspondente who witnessed 
the transfer of the command wrote: 
“All were struck with the extraordi- 
nary vigor of the old veteran, on 
whom the years sit lightly. Gen. Wool 
is. apparently as capable of taking the 
field now as he was fifteen years ago, 
when he conducted his army through 
the southern department of Mexico 


to 


Vista.“ 

The commander at Fort Monroe, 
however, was not likely to be called 
on to take the field. The fortress 
was too strong to be attacked. The 
post was not held at Washington to 
figure in any of the govermment’s 
plans for military offense. Gen. But- 
ler’s orders had been that he should 
undertakee no offensive movements 
while there that called for more than 
half a day’s march. The commander 
at Fort Monroe uns expected, in fact, 
merely to “sit tight“ and maintain 
discipline. It was even hinted as the 
war advanced that Fort Monroe was 
a fine, comfortable place in which to 
“bottle distinguished generals 
not needed elsewhere. 

Gen. Butler had, in fact, been 
bottled up there quite effectually, in 
a military sense, but he had made 
himself felt, nevertheless. 

In one political matter of the first 
importance he had struck fire. This 
was his celebrated ruling that fugi- 
tive slaves, coming within his lines, 


war. While this ruling had startled 
the autherities at Washington, the 
principle involved was adopted and 
embodied in an act of Congress (Aug- 
ust 6,) confiscating the property of

The general had also been busy in 
matters of administration, for which 
he had talent. 

He had buflt a railroad inside the 
fort for the transportation of supplies 
and guns: had sunk an artesian well

In military matters, however, Gen. 
Butler had not been fortunate. The 
defeat of his expedition sent out 
against Great Bethel, on June 10, by

San Diego Scientists are Making 
Tests of the Several Varicties 


Found on Pacific Coast. 

. [BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SANTA BARBARA, Aus. 17.— [Ex- 
clusive Dispatch] On an expedition 
for the study of the California kelp 
beds as to adaptability of this sea 
weed for fertilization purposes, the 
power boat Alexander Agassiz ar- 
rived here yesterday with a party of 
ten aboard in charge of Prof. W. 6. 
Crandall of the San Diego Normal 
School. The boat is the property of 
the Marine Biological Association of | 
San Diego, but the present cruise is 
a government movement. 

‘The Agassiz has come to Santa 
Barbara almost direct from San Die- 
go, stopping at various points where 
the kelp abounds in greatest profus- 
jon, to secure samples for the test 
that will be made later at San Diego. 
From here the boat goes to Santa 
Rosa and San Miguel Islands and 
will thence turn southward follow- 
ing the chain of Santa Barbara Isl-

LONG BEACH, ‘Aug. 17.—B. M. 
Scott, local agent of the Salt Lake, 
received word this morning from 
headquarters that the Salt Lake had 


decided voluntarily to extend terminal- 


rates to Long Beach, putting it on 
the same footing with Los Angeles 
and San Pedro. It has filed its pro- 
posed new schedule with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and for- 
mal approval and placing of the rew 
rate in actual operation is expected 
within thirty days. 

This act will place Long Beach 
shippers and business men on equa} 
footing with merchants and shippers 
of Los Angeles and San Pedro and 
means a saving in freights of about 
$30,000 a year on small shipments 
alone and much more on carload lots. 
Formerly an arbitrary rate of 14 
cents was charged from Los Angeies, 
but when terminal rates were er- 
tended to San Pedro, the short- 
distance rule became effective and the 
rate dropped to an average of 4% 
cents, being the rate from San Pedro. 

Under the new schedule even this 
charge is now eliminated. The other 
roads are expected to follow suit. to 
Sade their trade.

| Salt Lake was taken to offset the ad-

Finely Equipped Mining Property 
Is Secured from thé Bird Estate 
for One Hundred and Fifty Thou- 
sand Dollars—New Owners Will 
Add Mill at Once. 


John M. Taylor, a well-known min- 
ing man of this city, who has oper- 
ated extensively in Nevada and Cali- 
fornia, and O. S. Hickey, an oil opera- 
tor, yesterday closed their option on 
the Virginia Dale mine at Dale, Sah 
Bernardino county, forty miles south 
of Amboy. The price paid for the 
property is $160,000. 

Taylor and Hickey on May 29, last, 
secured from the owners of the mine, 
the Bird estate, a ninety-day option 
on the Virginia Dale at the price 
named. Yesterday the deal was con- 
summated and the papers placed in 
escrow. Mr. Taylor had been dicker- 
ing for the property for the past vear. 

There are 20,000 tons of gold ore 
blocked out that will run $15 a ton, 
and the mine workings aggregate 3500, 
feet. There is a Lane mill now on 
the property and the new owners pur- 
pose to at once add a ten-stamp mill. 
The Virginia Dale will immediately 
begin to ship ore. } 

There was considerable competition 
in the effort to secure the property, a 
Redlands syndicate of capitalists be- 
ing aggressively active in the pursuit 
of what is considered a fine gold mine. 
Messrs. Taylor and Hickey, however— 
were the winners in this battle of 
wits and money.

WOULD ESTOP ORDINANCE. 


Southern California Edison Com- 

pany Brings Suit Against Santa Ana 

Trustees on Account of Light Rates. 

The Southern California Edison 
Company brought an action in equity | 
in the United States Circuit Court, 
yesterday to enjoin the Board of, 
Trustees of the City of Santa Ana 
from enforcing an ordinance adopt- | 
ed March 20 last, purporting to fix | 
the minimum and standard quality of! 
gas, and the rate therefor, and the 
minimum and maximum rate for 
electricity in that city. The defend- 
ant Board of Trustees is made up of 
Frank Ey, George McPhee, 0. R. 
Alderman, W. A. Greenleaf and W. I. 
Gould. The suit is to prohibit the 
defendants from bringing any action 
against the plaintiffs to compel com- 
pliance with the terms of the ordin- 
ance complained of. 

The rate fixed by the ordinance is 
for 8000 or more kilowatts of elec- 
tricity, 1 1-2 cents per kilowatt hour; 
for the consumption of energy of 250 
or more and less than 8000 kilowatts 
per hour, 7 cents per kilowatt hour; 
minimum for the month, 50 cents. 

It is alleged that at the time of 
the passage of the ordinaneé, the de- 
fendants had taken no testimony in 
regard to the value of the plant of 
the plaintiff, or any estimate as to 
the value of the same, the cost of 
production, etc. According to tune 
figures in the papers filed, the cash 
value of the plant K $8,970.135.78: 
cash working capital, $220,946: bills 
and accounts receivable, $514.000. 
The actual investment is alleged to 
be 89,705,081. 78, exclusive of fran- 
chise and water rights. The total 
revenue for the electric current for 
the year, amounts to $56,302.02: ex- 
penses during that time, $33,916.72; 
depreciation, $12,879.47.

E OF THE CALHOUN CASE. 

The dismissal by Judge Lawlor yester- 
day, in pursuance of the order of the Court 
of Appeals, of the famous bribery cases 
against Patrick Calhoun, Thornwell Mullally 


and Tirey L. Ford marks the collapse and 


finis of the fiercest and most brutal persecu- 
tion by means of the prostitution of judicial 
machinery in American annals. 

Rapacious millionaires united with vindic- 
tive labor unionites and unscrupulous poli- 
ticians in a coénscienceless coalition to ruin 
Patrick Calhoun, the head of San Francis- 


co's street railroad system—to crush him 


financially, to send him to the penitentiary, 
probably to ki him and to bring his family 
to the grave. 

We doubt if ever in American history a 
captain of industry was forced to wage such 
a long, cruel, exhausting, life-tapping war 
for self-preservation. Were not Calhoun a 
giant in physique, in brains and in finance 
his enemies would have broken him. The 
terribly impressive feature of the case is its 
illustration of the dangers that may come 


from the dominance of the vengeful million- | 


aire in government. | 

The victory of Calhoun is complete. The 
fight probably has shortened his days upon 
earth and has cost him a fortune; but he 
has the Satisfaction of pointing out that, 
with all the villainy, all the subornation and 
all the trickery that were brought into play, 
his enemies never were able to produce in 
court one scintilla of evidence connecting 
him with the crime of bribery with which 
he was charged. The whole prosecution was 
an attempt te convict through clamor and 
assumption. 

The final chapter of the celebrated graft 


cases of San Francisco having been written, 


one may sum up the results of the prosecu- 
tions. In a nutshell: 

1. Every one of the thirteen boodling Su- 
pervisors, who confessed their crimes, per- 
mitted to go seott free, through the immuni- 
ty granted by Francis J. Heney and his co- 
adjutors. 

2. Gene Schmitz, the boodling Mayor, 
head of the infamous gang, at large and never 
to be punished, as a result of Heney's facil- 
ity in blundering. 

3. Abe Ruef, the political boss, worst and 
cleverest of the lot, in the State prison at 
last, after narrowly missing an escape simi- 
lar to that of Schmitz. 7 (ie 

4. Failure of the attempt to besmirch and 
convict a large number of San Francisco's 
business men who were recklessly and ma-, 
lignantly assailed for political effect. 

5. The cases against Calhoun and his as- 
sociates thrown out of court for all time. . 

6. The hook for Heney. 


DMISSION TO THE UNION. 

One might almost wish that Congress 
will not agree upon a bill that President 
Taft will sign for the admission of Arizona, 
and that there may in some way be submit- 
ted to the voters of the whole country the is- 
sue whether any new State shall be admit- 
ted with a Constitution infected with the 
poison of the recall of the judiciary. The 
mistake that is made by those who misad- 
vise Arizona to adhere to her allegiance to 
the recall of the judiciary is that admission 
to the Union is a right, when in truth it is 
only a privilege, which is entirely within 
the discretion of Congress to grant or with- 
hold. 

“A State,“ say the advocates of unlimited 
admission, “ought not to be admitted for 
political reasons,” But the history of our 
country shows that no State was ever ad- 
mitted except for political reasons, or un- 


less it was expected that her admission 


would add in Congress, and in the electoral 
college, to the strength of the party in 
power. 

Vermont formed a State Constitution on De- 
cember 24, 1777, but it Was more than thir- 
teen ycars after its adoption béfore she was 
admitted to the Union om March 4, 1791. 
Kentucky came in in 1792, Tennessee in 1796 
and Ohio in 1802. There was then an in- 
terval of ten years during which no States 
were admitted. Louisiana was admitted in 
1812 and Indiana in 1816 without opposition. 

Mississippi applied for admission along 
with Louisiana, but an enabling act to pro- 
vide for her admission, although it passed 
the House, was defeated in the Senate on 
April 17, 1812. Five years later, on De- 
cember 10, 1817, she was admitted. 

Illinois was admitted in 1818 and Alabama 
a year later in 1819. Maine came in on 
March 15, 1820. | 

Missouri! was refused admission in 1818 
by both houses of Congress. In 1819 she 
made another application. The enabling act 
known as the Missouri Compromise was 
passed March 6, 1820, but the Constitution 
formed under it was rejected by the House 
February 14, 1821. On March 2, 1821, Con- 
gress passed a conditional resolution to ad- 
mit. The condition Was accepted by the 
Legislature and Governor of Missouri and 
in August, 1821, by proclamation of the Pres- 
ident Missouri was admitted as a State. 

After the admission of Missouri the proc- 
ess of entering the Union by virtue of pro- 
ceedings under enabling acts fell into dis- 
use. Arkansas was admitted in June, 1836, 
and Michigan in 1837, with Constitutions 
framed by conventions called by Territorial 
Legislatures. Florida adopted a similar 
method and petitioned for admission in 1839, 
in 1840 and again in 1842, but did not suc- 
ceed in securing admission until March, 
1845. Texas was annexed in 1845. Iowa 
applied for admission in 1844 with a Con- 
stitution framed without an enabling act. 
Congress passed an act for her admission 
with certain conditions which the people of 
lowa rejected. In 1846 the people framed a 
new Constitution under which Iowa was ad- 
mitted the same year. Inthe case of Wiscon- 
sin Congress returned to the practice of pro- 
viding for admission by an enabling act. The 
Constitution created under the act was re- 
jected. It was amended and on May 20, 
1848, Wisconsin was admitted. California 
was admitted in 1850 under a Constitution 
framed by a convention called by Gen. Riley. 
Minnesota, under an enabling act, entered 
the Union in 1858, and Oregon, without any 
enabling act, was admitted in 1859. Kansas, 
without any enabling act, framed the To- 
peka Free-State Constitution in 1855. The 
Lecompton pro-slavery Constitution was 
formed in 1857. Congress passed an act to 
admit Kansas under the Lecompton Con- 
stitution, conditional upon its being ratified 
by the people. The people rejected it. In 
1859 a third Constitution was formed at Wy- 
andotte and in January, 1861, Kansas was
